Bugs Are—- : 
Here Again 


By David Olson 


Every year along with the warm 
summer weather the insects arrive. 
This’ area of Michigan has many 
forest insects that regularly are 
present, but seldom reach epidem- 
ic levels...The Jack pine stands 
have becni, suffering from defolia- 
lion by the Jack-Pine Budworm for 
the past two years. 

As you drive by the jack pine 
you may notice trees with 
a thin crown or apparent Jack of 
all the usual needles. These trees 
have a lacy look and not a good 
deep green color. White pine and 
red pine under the jack pine may 
also he damaged by the budworm. 

The larvae or worm stage of the 
jack pine budworm begin their 
feeding: activity in May. They mine 
and destroy old needles and feed 
on the pollen in the male flowers. 
New shoots are .webbed together 
with a fine thread. 

In June, the insect begins to feed 
on newly formed foilage, clipping 
the needies and tying them fo- 
getter, ah 

The actual damage to a tree he. 
comes faticeable in mid-Fuly when 
the neodles begin to dry up. The 
tree then looks as if it had been
